e Adjust the salary of the Insurance Commissioner and Commissioner of Public
Land by 2% effective 9/1/2013.

e Adjust salary of the Superintendent of Public Instruction by 2% effective 9/1/13
and by 3% effective 9/1/14.

Judicial Branch

e Adjust the salary of all Judges by 2.0% effective 9/1/2013 and 3.0% effective
9/1/2014.

Legislative Branch

o Freeze, at the current salary level, salaries for the Legislative Branch.
